Even when you have an 
archi­ 
tect supervising the 
construction 
of your new’ home, there may 
bo 
m is understandings and 
disagree­ 
ments between the owner and the 
contractor or the 
architect 
may 
not agree with the owner or 
con­ 
tractor. Sometimes the ow ner 
in­ 
sists upon things to which 
he 
is 
not entitled and this works to the 
disadvantage of the contractor. On 
the oth er 
hand, 
the 
contractor 
should not seek to substitute poor­ 
er quality or inferior m aterial for 
the specified quality. 
If unreasonable 
dem ands 
arc 
m ad e upon th e contractor by 
the 
owner, it is usually 
because 
the 
latter does not understand exactly 
the technical point involved. Here 
is where th e architect proves him ­ 
self an invaluable aid. He acts 
as 
a mediator between the contractor 
and th e owner in all respects. 
He 
determin es w heth er one grade 
or 
brand of product may 
be 
safely 
and satisfactorily substituted 
for 
an o th e r; when the 
owner 
wants 
an extra or a 
change 
from 
the 
specifications, 
the 
architect 
as­ 
certains the cost or saving 
to 
be 
derived from the change and 
has 
an understanding 
(preferably 
in 
writing) with the owner and 
the 
contractor. 
The owner is in most instances 
building a home for the first time 
and meets many 
problems 
with 
which he is 
unfamiliar. 
On 
the 
oth er hand, the 
architect 
meets 
these problems every day 
in 
his 
work of designing 
and 
su perin ­ 
tending the building of homes and 
other 
commercial 
or 
industrial 
buildings, and he can readily give 
several solutions 
to 
most 
prob­ 
lems. one of which should readily 
satisfy the owner. 
Specifications sometimes 
need 
revising after a building is 
s t a rt ­ 
ed. This 
may 
be 
because 
of 
a 
change in prices of material which 
makes it advisable to use a differ­ 
ent or less costly product, or if the 
m a rk e t falls, it may be possible 
to utilize a higher quality piece of 
m erchandis e in the house nnd thus 
gain an advantage. The 
architect 
should keep 
abreast 
of 
all 
de­ 
velopments along this line and ad­ 
vise his client accordingly. 
A competent architect is always 
looking out for the best 
interests 
of his client, but should remain at 
all times fair, impartial 
and 
un­ 
biased. 
Architecture is one of the oldest 
and 
most 
respected 
professions 
and men practicing 
the 
a rt 
are 
trained and schooled in the 
high­ 
est tenets of ethics. His role in re­ 
lation to his client is r a t h e r 
that 
of doctor and patient, and should 
be held in 
tho 
same 
confidence 
end honor.
